London, Sept. 
A despatch from Frankfort, just received 
states that the prevailing sentiment of the 
people of that city in reference to a peace 
settlement is, that the fortified cities and 
forts in Alsace and Lorraine must be retain- 
ed by the Prussians as the price of the vic- 
tory. Prussian troops are now being trans- 
ported through France, crossing the Rhine 
near Friebourg, close to the Swiss fronti er. 
During the last three days trains have run 
day and night, conveying the Corps d’

The members of the Provisional Government 
have announced that they do not want any 
pay from their country for their services.

Tours, Sept. 30. 
A great number of the private documents 
of the Emperor, which were recently seized 
atthe Tuileries by the officers of the new 
Government, haye been made public in the 
colunms of the official journal of the Re- 
public.

The number of French prisoners is not 
short of 170,000, Of this number 12,000 
are within the bounds of Prussia, 60,000 in 
the forts, and others in open camps. The 
Cabinet has decided that the prisoners may 
be employed by persons not connected with 
military departments. Their wages will be 
prescribed by the distridt authorities ; the 
daily labour of such prisoners not to ex- 
ceed ton hours, and work to be voluntary. 
The total number of trophies of wat and 
prisoners, exclusive of those taken at 
Strasbourg, is 1 Marshal, 39 Generals, 
3,801 officers, 123,990 men, not including 
1,300 wounded at Sedan, 15,400 horses, 
57 eagles, 136 small standards, 887 guns 
and 102 mitraileuse, 400 wagons and an in- 
calculable quantity of weapons, munitions, 
cquipments, forage and commissariat stores. 
The published tables of the Prussian casu- 
alities show, 1,590 officers and 38,151 men 
ki"ed and wounded.

The following was collected from various 
sources and published here to-day: The 
Ttalian government has formally repudiat- 
ed any designs looking to re-annexation of 
Nice and Savoy. 

The result of the Plebiscite in the Roman 
States is officially published as follows: for 
Italian unity 13,365, against 1,057. 

A despatch from Epnal, dated last even- 
ing reports sharp fighting yesterday be- 
tween Baron Letape and Bruyeres, in the 
department of the Vosagesa. The Prussian 
force consisted of about nine thousand men, 
The French force was not so large, and had 
much less artillery than the Prussians, 
The fight lasted all day, and when night 
put an end to the conflict, the event was 
undecided, The French retained their 
position which the Germans had attempted 
to carry a number of times. 

Gen. Dupre, the French commander, was 
slightly wounded in the engagement. The 
Prussians have arrived before New Breusach, 
and skirmishing has already commenced. 

George Saunders writes from Paris and 
says that the city is good for a six month's 
seige. The Pall Mall Gazette has a corres- 
pondent there who writesin asimilar strain. 
Another dispatch, however, says Paris is 
nowjat thefmercy of the Prussian guns on 
the height of Ville Juif. There are no 
Prussians in the Department of Aubo.

When completed, the 
Prussian Artillery will command Atequil, 
Passy, Grenoble, and other parts of the west 
and southwest of Paris. 


The Tours government is beginning to 
prepare the public mind through the medi- 
um of the press for the cession of French 
Territory to Germany.

Heavy guns have been brought to bear on 
Pfalsburg, The bombardment will soon 
be opened.

RUSSIA STILL CONCENTRATING,

Narrow Gauge Railway. 


The utility of Narrow Gauge Rail- 
ways have been pretty generally discuss- 
ed on the peninsula west of us, brought 
up by the contomplated construction of 
the various projected lines, leading from 
Tprontoand other points. The impres- 
sion finally prevails, that the Narrow 
Gauge for short or branch lines, is pre- 
ferablo to any other, as being cheaper, 
and possessing no very material faults ; 
but still there are those who refuse to 
concur in this finding, alleging: 

First.—with reference to the difficulty 
which would be experienced during the 
Winter months with snow; and secondly, 
that the difference in expense in the first 
construction, would ina country like 
this, be but immaterial, owing to the 
fact that a certain width of cutting has 
to be observed, in order to get rid of the 
snow, &c, 

Tho best answer to thése objections, 
ean be got from a country analogous to 
our own, wheve these roads have been, 
and are being tried, and this will be 
found in Sweden and Norway. In these 
countries over 300 miles of road, 3 ft. to 

3 ft. 6 gauge, aro in operation, and the 
Government Engineer, Major Adelokold 
R. E, himself an unwilling convert to 
the Narrow Gauge, says: 

“ Experience during several severe win- 
ae shown that, with suitably construct- 

“ploughs, the narrow gauge lino has 
beon kept ns free from snow as the broader 
ones, Tho natrow gaugo may thus bo said 
to have Given satisfactory results in snow,” 

The Major also says that transferrence 
of froight from tho narrow gauge to the 
broader gauge, does not exceed one penny 
per ton, and with reference to fuel, and 
comparative cout between the 3 ft, 6, and 
the 5 ft.

HE KILLS A BOY AND INYTICTS FATAT, IN- 
JURIES ON A MAN, 

Just as we.go to press, we learn that the 
peoply of Marquetto, residing. in the vicini- 
ty of the Tremont House, were thrown into 
great excitoment on Tuesday afternoon by 
the fearful conduet of a bear belonging to 
a German butcher residing in that neigh- 
borhood, 

It soome that Josoph McCreary, a per- 
son in the employ of Freemen Bros,, livery 
men had occasion to go into the yard on 
business, where the bear was kept chained, 
and while engaged in transacting the same, 
the animal broke loose and made a rush for 
him, whom he soon had in his embrace,and 
commenced hugging. McCreary was not 
long in realizing tho peril he was: in, and 
freeing himself, only to be set upon again 
by the bear, who tore and lacerated his 
body in » frightful manner. By this time 
acrowd had gathered around the bear and 
his bleeding victim, and by moans of some 
well directed blows, delivered by some of 
the number, he was induced to let go of the 
unfortunate man, who was immediately 
taken home by his friends. As soon as the 
bear lefi Mr. McCreary, he started on a 
run ont of the yard, and rushing up the 
street, darted-into the first open door he 
came to, which was that of a billiard-room, 
which at the time was occupied by three 
men, among whom was the proprietor and 
a aan thai was very inuch under the influ- 
ence of liquor, Mr Hanely, the proprietor 
of the saloon, saw the bear coming, end 
thinking discretion the better part of valor 
jumped out of a window and made his 
escape. The bear paid no attention to the 
intoxicated san, but rushed after the other 
remaining person, who made his exit into 
the street, closely followed hy the bear, 
whose attontion just then was attracted by 
another open door further up the street, 
and for which he made, but before he 
reached the same it was closed so that he 
could not get in. Just then, » little boy 
who happened to be standing near Hurley's 
livery stable, was espied by the bear, who 
rushed upon the lad and inflicted such in- 
juries on the person of the poor little fellow 
that he died that evening. Tho crowd 
then followed after the bear, and he was 
again assailed witly all kinda of missiles, but 
it was not till his throat had been cut that 
he left the boy and started over the street, 
where he was run down and finally killed.

The Pope and King William, 


The Florence correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily News says that s¢arcoly had tho 
Popé received notice of the Italian expedi- 
tion against Rome when he asked aid from 
the King of Prussia, who answered him un- 
der date of Sept. 8th, as follows :— , 
‘ HRADQUARDERS OF, THR GERMAN ARMIES, 

Near Rheims; Sept. 8th, 1870, ; 

“Most Holy Father: Monsignor, tho 
Bishop of Paderborn, has presented to mo 
the letter in which your Holiness tinforms 
md that you hayé reason| to; believe His 
Majesty the Kingof Italy may porhaps sond 
and army into the Pontificial States, and in- 
to: Rome itself. : 

‘Your Holiness requests mo to hinder 
the King of Italy in the execution of the 
project, and askealso for an armed inter- 
vention of my troops, in case your highness 
shonld have need of protection. I regret 
that the policy always adopted by thyself 

and my ‘Government prevents me absolu- 
tely from-intervention, in anysuch question. 
I ath, besides, on tho best terms with my 
brother, the King of Italy, and I could not 
imperil the relation which exists between 
Germany and Italy for a political interest, 
which does not in anyway, as your Holiness 
seems to think, touch npon the interests of 
Prussia} I have’ no @oupt;-besides, ‘that 
his Majesty, the King of Ttaly and his Go- 
Vornment, if they should be forced to enter 
thie. States.of your Holiness in order to 
avért the exdess ofthe’ yevolutiowary party 
in Europe, would give your Holiness every 
guarantee which~can-ausure the-free exer- 
gise of that spiritual authority which your 
Holineis oight to exer in thé/interest of 
the Church of which*you are the acknow- 
dedge head...
